The Germantown ladies address 
Congress, as ‘ Dear Friends” and 
after an uppropriate prayer, “we

Á TERRIBLE FIRE IN SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


An appalling and destructive 
fire occurred on the 24th of De- 
cember, which threatened for a 
time to reduce the famous city of 
San Francisco to a heap of smok- 
mg ruins. The fire broke out in 
Dennison’s Exchange, and in two 
hours, nearly a million of dollars 
worth of property was destroyed.

Montgomery street, were burned.

contrary, the instructions given by my orders 
were, that all measures of domestic pulicy ad- 
cuted by the peuple of Cahforma must orgi- 
nate solely with themselves; that while the 
Executive of the Umted States was desirous 
to` protect them in the formation of any gov- 
exmment republican in its character, to be at 
the proper time submitted to Congress, yet ıt 
was to be distinctly understood that the plan 
ofgoch a goveniment must at the same tune 
be the result of their own deliberate choice, 
cand originate with: themselves, without the 
interference of the Executive.

V 4 SINGULAR STORY. 


The Washington correspondent 
of Mr. Lippard’s paper, the “Qua- 
ker City,” communicates the fol- 
lowing curious account of arecent 
remarkable dream of Mr. Cal- 
houn’s. We have not much faith 
in supernatural appearances, or in 
Washington correspondents, but 
ifany thing could lead the ghost 
of the “Farner oF uis Country” 
to re-visit the realms beneath the 
moon, 1t would be the thought 
that his beloved country was in 
danger of Disuxiox, which is but 
another name for Crvin War.— 
We give the story for what it 1s 
worth: 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 12,750. 

Mr. Eniron—The other morn- 
ing, at the breakfast table, our’ 
frend, the Hon. John C. Calhoun, 
seemed very much troubled and 
out of spirits. You know he is 
altogether a venerable man, with 
a hard, stern, Scotch-Irish face, 
softened in its expression around 
the mouth by a sort of sad smile, 
which wins the hearts of all who 
converse with him. His hairis 
snow-white. He is tall, thin, and 
angular. He reminds you very 
much of Old Hickory. That he 
is honest, no one doubts, he has 
sacrificed to his Fatalism the 
brightest hopes of political ad- 
vancement—has offered up on the

shrine of that on Necessity which 
he warships, all that cau excite 
ambition—even the Presidency of 
the United States 

But to my story. The cther 
morning, at the breakfast table, 
where I, an unobserved spectator, 
happened to be preseut, Calhoun 
was observed to gaze irequently 
at his ught hand, and brash it with 
his left, in a nervous and hurned 
manner. He did this so often 
that ıt excited attention.

Young has kindly given 
us the perusal of along and intér- 
esting communication from our 
friend, Dr. John M. Bernhisel, da- 
ted, Washington City, March 21, 
— 1850, from which we make the 
following extracts:— 

Having traversed portions of 
New York, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, and Massachusetts, I aruived 
safely on the 26th of September, 
at the far-famed Capital of New 
England. Having hiought some 
water from the Waim Spring, I 
presented it to Di. Charles T. 
Jackson, a distinguished chemist 
and geologist of Boston, with a re- 
quest that he would analyze it, 
with which request he kindly 
promised to comply; and since my 
arrival in this city, I have received 
from him a communication, of 
which the following is an extract, 
containing an account of his anal- 
ysis: — 

“Three fluid ounces of the wa- 
ter on evaporation to entire dry- 
ness in a platina capsule gave 
8,25 grs. of sulid, dry, saline mat- 
ter. 

The analysis yielded,

It is slightly charged with sul- 
phuric acid gas, and with caibonic 
acid gas, and 1s a pleasant, saline, 
mineral water, having valuable 
properties belonging to saline sul- 
phur springs.” 

Some time since I presented a 
specimen of native saleratus, which 
had been collected in the vicunity 
of Independence Rock, to Dr. Lee, 
of the Agricultural Bueau, who 
promised to analyze it, and to pub- 
lish the result of bis analysis in 
the next annual Report of the 
Commissioner on Patents. About 
the same time, I also presented a 
portion of saleratus from the same 
parcel to Professor Freeman, of 
the Smithsonian Institution, from 
whom I have recently received a 


note, an extract from which is 
subjoined, containing the result of 
his analysis. The Professor says 
“Neither the time or the means at 
my disposal admitted of entire ac- 
curacy in the analysis; but the fol- 
lowing may be received, as a very 
close approximation to the truth.”

From this it appears, that what 
has heretofore been fegarded by 
many as saleratus, is pure soda,

We fouyd ou journey to be very 
tovsome and unpleasant, at this 
incienent season of the year, and 
were it not for the missions of a 
pole nature, m which many of 
us were engaged, we should have 
felr great 1cluctance at leaving our 
ecmie:table homes and fie-sides, 
to combat the chilling winds and 
pitiless storms of the Recky Moun- 
tains and the desert plams. Our 
journey on the whole, consider- 
mg the season, has been a pleasant 
one. We have scarcely encoun- 
tered a storm on the way. The 
snows have fallen on cur right and 
Loft, before and behind, but wath 
the exception cf a shght fall on 
the Sweet, Water, and another on 
the day of our anual at Fort Kem- 
ney, we have escaped unharmed, 

Nothmg very remarkable oc- 
curred on our jowiney oul, except 
-what 1s common in an Indian 
country. Between the upper 
crossing of the Platte and Inde- 
pendence Rock, we met a conipa- 
ny of four men, who were carrying 
a mail fiom Fort Laramie to Port 
Hall. i 

They had been robbed the day 
before, (on the 6th Nov.,) by a 
wal party of Clow Indians. ‘The 
following are the circumstances 
as they detailed them to us, 


As they were travelling on -the 
vad, they were attacked by a

their abundance, and nodoubt but 
they thought they had dealt very 


hand of thirty Crows, who took liberally with them, We thought 


trom them their blankets, some of ` 


their provisions, one mute, and o 
quantity of clothing belonging to 
a gold digger, who accompanied 
them. After the first shearing, 
they encountered another band; 
who, sans ceremonie, subjected 
them to another fleecing. They 
ditl not disturb the mait, nor injure 
themi personally; but according to 
their testimony. wert on the con- 
teary very loving to them: hug- 
wing them in then blankets, &e. 
The geatlemen, after getting free 
from thelr tormentors, made the 
best of their way, night and day; 
til the} met with us; not wishing 
again to partake of their loving 
embraces. They were of tourse 
pleased, under these cireutustan- 
ces, to incet with us, and were 
full of fiery indignation against 
their red brethren, for subjecting 
them to such am wnéeremonious 
tithing. They stated that, in 
theit opinion; there were about 300 
Tadians in all, and that they were 
a war party, on a horse thieving 
ateursion against the Shyanns 
(spelt orroneausly Cheyanntes, )and 
Sivnx, 

Uçon the whole, we felt a little 
amused iather than ctherwise at 
the ereumstances which they de- 
tulet tous. On looking at their 
equipments, we found tHat thetr 
rel friends had not dealt very un- 
meicifally with them—they had 
left them their guus, ammunition, 
siddles, biidtes, seven horses, the 
yuiucipal part of their clothing, buf- 
falo robes, aud some provisions. 

We supposed that it was merely 
a tax or toll, they had put upon 
their as lords of the soil. Being 
always liberal themselves, and 
ready to divide, they naturally 
supposed that the white man ought 
to pessess the same privciples; and 
ag they considered, according to 
their notion of things, that they 
had a quá- tity of superfluous elo- 
thing, provisions, ke, they 
thoneht it but right that their more 
weedy brefuren shonld share of 


differently, and consequentl} fur- 
nished them bedding and provis- 
IOUS. 

The above occurrence made us 
more vigilant in guarding our hor- 
ses, as we rather preferred to be 
tithed by ‘our own bishops whom 
we had with us, than be subject 
to the ordeal of those who officiate 
without authority. 

Two days’ journey on tlre other 
side of Laramie, while we were 
haiting dur horses at noon, on the 
bauks of the Platte, we espied a 
large budy of Indians, who came 
sweeping dawn-a geutle sloping 
hill east of us. When they first 
appeared, they were about three 
quarters of a mile from us, and as 
they were mounted upon excel- 
lent chargers, they came witlr the 
rapidity of an arrow. It gave us 
little time enough to gather our 
horses, and prepare, ourselves to 
meet our belligerent visiters.— 
Captain Roundy ordered the hor- 
ses to be gathered, and securely 
tied to the wagons. Gen. Grant 
acted with great promptness and 
decision on the occasion; immed- 
ately fornuùg us into line, leaving 
two of our number to te tHe hor- 
ses up. ‘lhe men showed geat 
intrepidity, every man standing at 
his post unddunted. The efforts 
of the Indians were to either bieak 
our line or turn our flank; but be- 
ing repulsed af all points, they 
were brought to a dead halt, about 
arod and a half in front of us.—~ 
During all ttis, and for sorie time 
afier, they were shaking out the 
priming fram their fire-airis, and 
ptiming them anew: Many placed 
their arrows to their bolv strings— 
their lautes in rest—and were wet- 
ting the ends of their arrows with 
their mouths, that they might not 
slip too quick froiti tHe finger and 
thumb, | 

Their chiefs, who wè supposed 
kept intentionally behind. caine 
np after a while, and showed signs 
of peace: but as they tinderstood 
neither French nor English, nor 


we their language, and either 
party having interpreters, we could 
only convey our ideas by signs. 
One of the chiefs presented a pa- 
per, whith had been given hini by 
Major Sanderson, commanding at 
Fort Laramie, certifying that “this 
tribe was {nendly to the whites,’ 
upon which, I told him to With- 
draw his men a butle, which was 
done immediately. We presented 
them some trackers. dred meat, 
tobacco, &e., of which they par- 
took, sat down and had a smoke, 
and thus, every thing concluded 
ameably. We then harnessed up 
onr lrorscs, and pmsued our jour- 
ney. ‘They very courteously filed 
to the nght and left; and escorted 
us on our road, till we came oppo- 
site their village: They were 
about two hundred in number, and 
were of the tribe of Shyanns, (as 
they pronounce it.) 

‘They presented the most re- 
spectable appearance, of any In- 
dians I have met with. Many of 
them were dressed in American 
style, with clothes of the best 
broadcloth, beaver hats, caps, é&c 
And those who were diessed:in 
Indian costume, displayed the 
greatest Glegance of taste in their 
attire, ‘They were adorned with 
head dresses of feathers of the 
richest hues—and their various in- 
sigtid of office, displayed a tasta 
which 1s at once wild; romantic 
and beautitul, They were mount- 
ed on excellent horses—iichly ta- 
patisoned in many instances, and 
painted off in the ttost fantastic 
style—they pawed the ground and 
champed their bits, and scemed as 
impatient of restrdint as their fi- 
ders. The whole affur was truly 
grand, and notwithstanding the 
peculiar situation in which we 
were placed, we could not but ad- 
mire the matnificent display which 
the lords of the prairie presented, 
as they dashed with lightnitig 
speed upou us, arrayed in all the 
gaudiness and pride of Indiah hoh- 
day atthe. T'he scene was rich, 
aud exceeded any theatrical repre- 
sentation we have ever witnessed.

Hundreds 
and thousands of gulls made their 
appeatance early m the Spring, 
and as soon as the crickets appear- 
ed, the galls made war on them, 
and they have swept them clean, 
sa that there is scarce a cricket to 
be found in the Valley. 

We look upon this ag one of the 
manifestations of the favor of the 
Almighty, for the Mountaineers 
say that they never fotind gulls 
here till the Mormons came. It 
was truly cheering to see the flock 
of these saviors. extending several 
miles in length, come from the 
Lake carly in the morning. and 
eating cuckets all day, then af sun- 
down form ina mass, and wing 
their way to the Lake, fora nights 
rest. 

Oae curiosity about them is that 
they don’t eat the crickets morely 
to live, but after feeding them- 
selves they would vomit theni wp 
aud goto eating again, aid thus 
continue eating tiroushont the 
entire day. [t is a muter of 
astonishment to see how fast they 
will pick them up, and a peison 
could form bat a poor estimyte of 
the amount destroyed daily by 
these winged saviors. S-ufice it 
to say, that about tee weeks af- 


ter the gulls made their appearance 
scarce a cricket, could be seen. 
This 3s plainly a miracle in behalf 
of this people, as the sending of the 
quails 1u the camp of the Israelites} 
and what makes it more mauifest 
is the fact that, although in the 
surrounding valleys, where there 
are no crops, the gulls came -by, 
them to the farms, and stayed ` 
there till they had cleared them ;

NEW ROAD THROUGH THE MOUNTAINS. 


Travellers between the States 
and Califorma, are respectfully in- 
formed that a new road will be 
opened on and after the 4th of Ju- 
ly, between the Weber River and 
Great Salt Lake Valley—distance 
about 40 miles; avoiding the two 


great mountains, and most of the’ 


Kanyons so troublesome on the 
old route. 

The road is somewhat rough 
and unfinished, but rs being made 
vetter every day. Several thous- 
and dollars aie already expended

Some thew thew 
furniture ito the wells, and then 
it caught fire and burned; some 
on the wagous, avd had to take 
off the h vses, and fet at bnra im 
the wagons. Spurback’s saw- 
mull, and ail the buildings m that 
neighborhood, were swept clean; 
thee are no feuces ta show the 
road by night, bat a complete 
Commo.. 

“Cattle were burned, 
buned 1a the peis, sleep in the 
pasture, aud s> on. You may 
think strange, but so it was; it 
you remomber the Metimasne 
fire aid sm ke, it wes so here last 
summer you euld uot see 50 yds, 
for a lofy tune. 

“Fast summer beat ail that ever 
was seen in Canada by fire.”
